In this city there U an aasociation 

of loiniitters of rarions diHsi-ntiiig 
faiths who have banclcd toK»*ther in 
an orffanization Ciilled tlic Louisville 
Miiiistoriiil AssociUi ion. In mutters 
of faith till' followers of Cdlvin cli.-i- 
aj^rop Willi Luther's ailherents; nor 
emi either agrree -with the doctrine of 
John Wesley or Alexander Campbell. 
But Presbyterians, Lotherana, IMeth- 
odlsta. Baptists and Campbellitea all 
•free In Ming frigbtened. at the 
word Catholic. These Louierllle 
preachers give vent to their affriffht 
this week by appealing to the 
IjeR-iHlntnre. They are afraid of 
ColiimbuR day! 

'I'he Louisville .Ministerial Assoeia- 
lion met on Momlav mul the \lr\. 
Dr. .1. S. Lyons, a trrafler in the 
\ini'\ai<l of the Lord an'onliiifj: to 
I're.vhy lerian lines, offered a resohi- 
lion which was adopted liy the asso- 
ciation by iiuaninuius \ote. The 
praamble read thus: 

'Whereas, A bill— Senate Bill No. 
9— haa paased the Senate ol the 
XentncKy Legislattfre and haa been 
reported favorably in the Hons.-, 
dealgnating October \2 ot each year 
as a legal holiday, to be known as 
Columbus day; and since it is a bill 
promoted by the Catholie Kniffhts of 
Columbus, and obvif>nNly in the sole 
Interest of that soeietv; therefore 
be it 

"Itesolved -First, 'I'hat the r.oiiis- 
ville Ministerial Assix ial ion ear- 
nestly ])rotests a(?ai:ist the |>a>-sa^e 
and enactment of the pendinjr meas- 
ure for the following reason.s: (1) It 
Is in violation of the letter and 
spirit of the Constltntion of the 
Commonwealth ot Kentucky. The 
Bill of Bights, in Section 5, sayH: 
'Ko preference shall ever be given 
to any rellgfona sect, society or de- 
*Bt>WlB »llun. * *^ Vv haiUHn intttinT- 
tty diall In any case whatever 
control or interfere with the rights 
of conscience,' 

"The Columbus day bill proposes 
to ffive to the society known :i s the 
Kni^rllts of Colninlins the advaiitaye 
and |ir( frienee of e-*talilishiiit.' ii 
lepal lioliilay upon the day esiM'cially 
associated with the work and jiur- 
lK>!«es of that society. It is a rell^f- 
lous society in that its membership 
Is confined' to those who are affili- 
ated with the Catholic church. Its 
life and Inthienoe are as directly and 
Inevitably connected with the life 
and welfare of the Catholic church 
as the varioua brotherhoods of other 
ohurehes are with those denomina- 
tions. 

Mgccond — ^It would establish a dan- 
jferous precedent. There are liun- 
<lrc(ls of IhousaiKls of citizens in 
Kentucky who iKdievc that the 
ble88ing'> which we enjoy in this 
Conimonu calth are more directly 
(hie to the labors of men like .\lurtin 
lAither and .lohn Calvin than to 
Christopher Columbus. Such citizens 
oould claim that there would be 
more propriety in setting apart days 
lor the annual memorial of their 
aervio^. Stich a principle is odious, 
whether it operates toward Becurin^ 
a Columbus day, a Luther day, a 
Wesley day or a Calvin ilay; and it 
is the conviction of this association 
that the proposed le)fislation will be 
lequully odious to the officials of the 
Catholic church. 

'•Third It is uniallcd for. The 
tiistorical <'onnecli >n lictwecn Coluin- 
biis and Kentucky is so remote that 
1t falls far short of justifying the 
setting apart of a whole day each 
year, including the stoppage of busi- 
ness, aa a rewgnltion of it. 

"Fourth— TUa Colnmtraa day meas- 
ure la peculiarly alffBlficant when 
viewed in connection with House Bill 
No. 317, which is 'An act to prohibit 
labor on the Fourth of July, the 
tiwenty-flfth of December and 
Thanksgiving' day. anri providiii;r a 
penalthy tUerefoi-.' I his bill tn ef- 
fect imiMirts to these Icffal holida.v s 
the eleiiii'nt ot sanctity, which 
makes ordinary toil an offense pun- 
ishable with a fine of from W to 

"The Columbus day bill provides 
that October 12 'shall be known as 
Columbus day, ' and the same shall 
be recognized, classed and treated as 
other legal holidays luider the laws 
of this State.' By taking these two 
bills, now pending, together there is 
provision for a violation of the 
rights of conscience, and of the IJill 
of Bights of the ("oramonwealtli of 
Kentucky in forcinp citizens to ah- 
' stain from their avocations on .Tuly 
4, December 23 and Thanksgivinjf 
day Irrespective of those dates fall- 
ing upon Sunday; and all forcing nil 
citizens, by like suspension of their 
work, to observe Columbus day. on 
October 13, which is to all effects 
and purposes a Boman Catholic holi- 
day.''^ 

What ailly twadddle is all this? 
There la not the remotest connec- 
tion between the celebration of 
Columbus day and the Catholic 
church. True it is that an organiza- 
tion of Catholic genflemen, oalliuff 
themselves Knights of Columbus, are 
patriotic Americans. They allow no 
man nor set of men to do or dare 
more for the pres-rvation oi' .\meri- 



can rights than 'tiiey. llaay of the 
older ones fnnglit in the civil wsr. 
Rome foqght for the* Stars and 
Stripes while others followed Lee, 
Beanregard aad Pat Clebnms. There 
are other Kalgfats of' Coltmbus who 
were with Dewey at Manila, •with 
Schley at .'^ntUiairo and with Roose* 
velt St Snn .hian Mill. 

Are Kent II. -Uy 1. l^: -i.i i • ii-- to b^ In- 
fluenced by a lot of l^fnorant sfay- 
at-home preachers, whose cry is: 
'The historical connect ion hetwcen 
roliiniliils anil Kentucky is sn remote 
tliat it falls far short of justifyinf; 
the settinfT apart for a whole day 
each year, including the stoppage of 
hnslMSS, in connectioa wHh it," 

RsBote. eh! Refuse to hoMr the 
memory of the man who diseorered 
America beeanse the day is ter dis- 
tant. By the aame Une of aigument 
these preachera might oonelnde that 
U was useless to honor Ood because 
He made Kentucky so long ago. 

The Columbus day bill is not at all 
in conflict with the Bill of Righta, 
and nowhere does if call for any re- 
lijfioiis nli>.i'rvaiici' of the day. 

The ))roti"-l is another ont( rop(>fnp 
of that anti-<'atholic spirit that has 
appeared in Kentucky from time to 
time under the ffuise of Knownofh- 
iniprism, the Klephants and the 
A. P. A.'s. Some of the ministers 
think the Knights of Columbus are 
fiptttim too patriotic and are Jealous. 
Meanwhile the Catholic chyreh will 
keep oa doing ImsiaesB whether 
Columbus day is celebrated or not.

UNDERSTAND KENTUCKY PEOPLE 



The Highi Rev. Deala O'Donaghue, 
titular Bishop of Pomarlo and Aux- 
iliary Bishop of Indianapolis, has 
been appointed Bishop of Loaisviile; 
so says a oable message to the AaaA- 
ciated Press. The intelligence came 
on Ash Wednesday morning and, 
while not official, there is little 
chance to doubt its authenticity. The 
appointment of Itishoi) ()'Doiia(?hiie 
pleases priests ami pro])lc. because 
the historic diocese of Louisville is 
no longer without a shepherd anti 
because the coming' prelate is known 
and honored in Kentucky. In this 
dlooese he made his prelimiuary 
studies for the priesthood, and 
while here he learned to know and 
honor Kentueky manhood ami 
womanhood. 

The Associated Press message that 
brought the news on Wednesday 
read as follows: 

Rome, Feb. 9 — The following ap- 
jwintments propoRO<l by Cardinal dc 
Lai, Sei'retary of the Consistorial 
Congregation, wire ratified by the 
I'ope today: 

Itev. .lolin .T. Lawler, to be .\ux- 
iliar>- Archbishop of St, Paul, Minn.; 
Kev," J. W. Shaw, of Mobile, Ala., to 
be Coadjutor Bishop of San An- 
tonio, Texas; Bight Her. Denis 
O'Donoghne, AnziliarT Bishop of 
Indianapolis, to he Bishop of Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

Thus Lent begins with three new 
.\merlcan Bishops. To each of them 
it will be more than an ordinary 
Lent — each must prepare for new 
and arduous duties. 

liishop O'Donaghue -vas born ni 
D.'iviess county, Indiana, on Noveni- 
l)er :iO, 1848. His father, .lames 
O'lJonafrhue, was a native of the 
County Cork, Ireland, and in ifl.to 
was connected with the Land Office 
in Yloceones. Denis was next tp 
the jrOiuffest ol a Imwe famUy.-Five 
of his sisters entered religions or- 
ders, and one brother became a 
prieat. The parents brought the 
faith from the land of saints, their 
children inherited it, and there is 
little wonder that one son has be- 
come a Hlshop, 

The Hishop of Loidsville that was 
to l>e was born on a farm, lie wa« 
sent to school when only five year.^ 
old and pursued his studies in 
schools, colleges snd seminaries un- 
til his ordination. And yet that is 
hardly proper, because he has been 
a student of men and affairs ever 
since. After his preliminsTy - educa- 
tion In Daviess county he attended 
St. Meinrad's College. Later he oame 
to Kentucky and made his prelim- 
inary studies for the priesthood at 
St. .foseph's College at Bardstown. 
After that he went to the Orand 
Seminary at Montreal. ("anadii. 
where he graduated and was soon 
ordained. For thirty-five years he 
has served either as priest or Bishop 
in Indiana. He visited Europe in 
1880 and 1887, but has never been 
long away from his native State. On 
numerous occasions he has visitetl 
Louisville to officiate at the conse- 
cration of churches and to adminis- 
ter the sacrament of confirmation. 
His last visit to T,ouisville was on 
.September 'Jl. when he preached the 
funeral sermon of the late Right 
liev. Bishop McCloskey. 

When he will come to Louisville to 
be enthroned is not defiaitely 
known, but In all probability thm 
ceremony will not take plaee before 
Easter. Vfhm he does eome he wUI 
be weloomed by both priests and 
laymen end all will pray that he will 
live up to the spiritual standard of 
his illustrious predecessors. 

For nearl.v ten years the Itight 
Rev. Dr. O'Donaghue has Ix-en aux- 
iliary to Bishop Chatnrd, of Indian- 
apolis. There he is regarded as n 
man of splendid attainments and has 
always taken a prominent part in 
civic affairs. His coming to Louis- 
ville is awaited with iaterest by peo- 
ple of an ereeds.

The Parliament of Great Hritain 
and Ireland will meet next Tuesday. 
'I'he King will deliver his address 
opening Parliament. After that will 
come the fireworks. Is KdwanI 
Vll. in touch with As<|uitlr.' Will he 
refer to or recoinnienil home rule 
for Ireland'.' In any event what will 
be the attitude of the Irish Nadon- 
alista? 

These are all questions who.se an- 
swers will depend upon the opening 
address of King Edward and the re- 
ply of the Government. T. P. O'Con- 
nor, -who recently visited the United 
States in the interest of the Irish 
Parliamentary party and who is 
credited with organizing the Irish 
vote ill l''nglanil, Scot lantl and Wales, 
declares: 

"There i-; fortunately hut one |>ol- 
ii'V jiossible for the (Miverniiiciit 
uhi'ii I'ai liaineiit meets. The line of 
safely ami prudence is aNo the line 
of courage and straightforwardness. 
.\iiy Liberal Minister who now makiw 
the mistake of dallying or wavering 
with the queation of the Lords would 
be doomed to immediate extinction." 

In other words Mr. O'Connor 
meana that the veto power of the 
House of Lords must be considered 
first. He says in part: 

"All the talk in Tory newspapera 
about compromises, conferences and 
National agreements is so much non- 
sense. One point is eagerly de- 
bated — whether .V.squith has or not 
obtained alreadj- from the Sovereign 
the guarantee necessary to do away 
with Ihe present veto of the Peers. 
My impression is there Is a fairly 
lear underatanding between the 
King and Premier Already, but If the 
King refuse him a guarantee to 
reate enough new Peers to Swamp 
the present Tory majority in the 
House of Lordti the Government 
must resign. 

"The one thing fatal to the Liberal 
party would be to halt now in its 
campaign against the LonN. Much 
nonsense is being talked about the 
composite character of the anti- 
Peers majority. The great issue 
against the Lords will unify it. what- 
ever differences may exist between 
the Redmond Liberals and the Labor 
party. They are all united in a re- 
solve to overcome the Lords. I take 
a oheerfnl view of the proapects. 1 
see no sign of wavering in Asquith. 
He is not a man who wavers. He 
has something of bluntness, brus- 
qiierle, cussedness, if you please, of 
the typical Yorkshireman. On the 
other hand lie has Yorkshire ilogfjcd- 
nes< and a high sense of the sai reil- 
ness of the given word. He hat< 
Yorkshire thoroughness in doing 
what he has set out to do. 

"If he wavered everylMxIy knows 
he vN-ould lose George and Churchill 
and no Liberal Cabinet could exist a 
day without these two popular pow- 
erful figurea, but there la no neces- 
sity for any Such heroic partings. 
Finally, as to the small ParlTa- 
menfnry group brought Into being in 
Ireland by William O'Brien's return 
to public life, it will doubtless be 
antl-LIberal in spirit and mis- 
chievous in purpose, but it wlU be 
irritating rather than formidable. It 
will give trouble, but has not In it 
the elements of durability or ef- 
fectiveness even for mischief." 

William O'Brien, who has nine fol- 
owers, including "Tim" Healy, in 
the new Parliament, aays: "Aaquith 
must reoonstnict the Irish part of 
the budget from top to bottom or 
the ohaeqaious followers of the 
Dillon-Cumdevlln party will only 
have the choice of following my in- 
dependent party into the lobby for 
the expulsion of the Government 
from office or sealing their own 
fate at the next general election, 
which will soon take [ilace." 

On the whole, the lot of an Kng- 
lish Premier is not a happy one. .Tiisf 
at tbia atage of the game he n 
placed In that pecnllar position that

It developed loter that .Mr. Fair- 
banks was to address a gathering of 
Methodists in Rome on the same 
day. As a result the Vatican can- 
elled the arraageaieats made for 
the audience. This has caused an in- 
ternational religious stir and cre- 
ited so much comment that the 
.Most Jlev. .lohn Ireland, Archbishop 
of .St. Paul, gave out the following 
statement in defense of the church 
authorities last Tueaday: 

'Peo])le in America may easily 
inisapprehend the circumatances In 
lioiiic which led the Vatican to re- 
fuse an auilicnee with the Holy 
Father to .Mr. Charles W. Fairbanks 
after he, a former Vice I'resident of 
the United States, would have made 
a piibllu addi«aa before the Meth- 
odist Aasoclatlon of that city. Most 
likely Mr. Fairbanka himself did not 
fully realize the meaning which 
Romans would attribute to his ad- 
dess 

"It was not n question of Mr. 
Fslrbanks being a Methodist or go- 
ing to a Metho<list church in Kome 
for .Similay devotions. It was ;i 
question of appearing to give the 
fullest npiiroval t<i the work of the 
Methodist .\sosciation in Kome. 
American Methodists in Kome are 
active and -1 may readily say — per- 
nicious proselyters. The Methodist 
.Vssociatfon is not in Rome to serve 
and meet American Methodists, but 
to pervert from the Catholic faith 
all those upon ,vhoni they can bring 
influence to bear. 

'I was In Rome last winter and I 
made a very particular study of thif 
.Methodist propaganda. It has gone 
so far that Catholics have organized 
the Society for the Preservation of 
the Faith to fight against it. 

"The pur|io.s<» of the work of the 
Methodist .\ssociation in Kome is 
confessed openly. Tlie means em- 
ployed are by no BMaaa honorabl-3. 
riiey take every advaatage of the 
poverty of the poor of Rome. The 
books circulated and dispiayea in 
the windows of their book stores are 
slanders Maiost the Catholic faith, 
the Holy PoaMlf at Rome and mis- 
representatloa of the whole Catholic 
system. 

'I'lie -iiece.ss of the movement 1* 
far from .ideiina te to the efforts put 
forth anil the iiHinev expenileil. The\ 
don't make |icrniaiient .\l et lioill- 1 s •* 
Italian Catholics. They may possibly 
detach pupils from the (atholiu 
church, anil this means from all 
Christian things for Italians. 

'Now a public addreas bT a former 
Vice President of the United States 
before the Methodist Association 
can have no. other meaning in the 
eyes of the Komaii public than the 
approval of ,\inerica on the propa- 
ganda of the Mi'tlio<li-t \-rfiociat ion. 
Had the Holy I'lilier, guanlian of 
the spiritual interests of the Catholiu 
hiinli of the worlil. smilingly wel- 
onied Ml. I'aii banks to an audience 
II the following day, in what other 
position would he ajipear to be than 
giving his approval to the |>ro|ia- 
ganda of the Methodist Associaiiou, 
before which the addreaa had been 
given? 

"It was simply Impossible for the 

Holy Father, in his official position 
as a sovereign pontiff of the Cath- 
olic church, to do aiii;lit else than to 
Bay politely to Mr. Fairbanks, 'I can 
not receive you and accord you the 
honors due you in all other cireum- 
staiiees as an .American and a dis- 
tinguished re|iresent at iv e of a great 
republic.' 

"I repeal that I am most willing to 
believe Mr. Fairbanks did not catch 
up the full meaning, in the eyes of 
the Roman people, of the address 
he was to make to the Methodist 
Association. 

"One arm of combat which those 
Methodists employ in Rome, as I 
know from personal a4>8ervation, Is 
to creste the impression that Meth- 
odism la the great faith of \he 
American republic and that the 
t'.ii ii.ill<' i-hdrch la merely an Italian 

instlliition. 

"There ore in Kome Protestant 
American churches for the benefit 
of .Americans that put forth 
legitimate efforts, mind their own 
bttsiness snd make no war on the 
Catholic church. What I have said 
of the Methodiats in Bonie doea not 
apply to the other diarehea there. 
I have In mind the Proteatant 
Episcopal chapel on the /ia 
Xazionale and its former rector. Dr. 
.N'evins, a man whom I was plevsed 
to call a friends and whom I was 
always glad to meet. 

"I shall leave for New York to- 
morrow and I shall be |)leased to 
answer the Methodists here or in the 
Fast at any |iine. I can not make 
it too plain that I am not attacking 
the entire MethodLst chuivh, but 
merely the Methodist Association !

Last week the Kentniky Iri-li 
Americau, in behalf of the people, 
entered a protest agalnat the preaent 
system of pensioning poUoemen and 
firemen. It also protested against 
the proposition to |)ay meml)ers of 
the (ienerui Council for their serv- 
ices. These protests have met with 
the approval of the taxpayeirs. In 
fact it is doubtful if any measure 
erer advocated by this paper met 
with such general approval. 

\h was said last week, the tax- 
payers do not object to peniioning 
men who have been \disabled in the 
performance of duty, but they seri- 
ously object to the Inequality of the 
present pension system, .'^ome are 
drawing $125 a niunth, while others 
are drawing in the neighborhood of 
$35. In both clases faithful servant* 
of the city may be found, but why 
not equalize the pensions? At the 
way things are going the entire pen- 
Kion fund will .soon be wiped out. A 
little care, a little Judgment, will re- 
anlt in a better system and' the 
matter ahonld be considered by the 
proper authorities at once. 

There arc policemen and firemen 
pensioners who are landlords. Their 
only exe r ciae is to collect their rents, 
or perhapa to p»t a picket on a fence 
or a hinge on one of their own doors. 
Why should those men be ])ensionea 
at all? The pension system was not 
created for the well-to-do, but to 
care for the afflicted members of 
the departments or their dependent 
families. An immediate and radical 
change is necessary. 

Now a.s to the General Conncil and 
the proposition of its members to 
vote themseh-ea a salary: The Ken- 
tucky Irish American said last week 
that they wanted 910 a man per 
meeting or in all $10,000 a year. That 
was a mistake. They were not so 
modest.

If the moon 
changes wMh the wind in the east, 
then shall we hav« bad weather. If 
the moon looks low, warm weather 
is promisMl. When th. moon is visible 
in the daytime then we may ex|>eot 
eool days. If the new moon appears 
with its points upward, the month 
will be dry; if the points are dovvii- 
ward. more or less vain may be ex- 
pected duriujf the next three weeks. 
When the points of tbe crescent of 
tbe new moon are very clearly vis- 
ible, frost may be looked for. The 
nmv moon on her back always por- 
tends wet weather. 



The church sots ajKirt each da\ in 
the year fos some pjjrliiular e.ent 
either in the life of our Lord and 
.Saviour or of his Ijicssed saints. 
This a n aufrcmcnt is colled the cccle- 
siastii'al calendar. When the lioman 
Km|)er<)r Diocletian persecuted the 
Christians in the early days many 
church records were destroyed. Few 
calendars of great antiquity have 
been preMrved. Among these is one 
dated in 350 A. D., and is little more 
than a record of holy days. It places 
t hristmas day on December 2.'». 

Since Knster varies every year, the 
liturgical a rruiigemepts of tlie 
eliurch. which depend on Ka^ti'i-. 
must vary in like manner. Tlie lal- 
end.'ir which announces those nr- 
l anfjeuu'M I s can only 1«> fjood for Ilie 
vear to which if refers. Krom the 
fiist .Sunday aft»T I'.piphany to the 
first Sunday in .\dveut — that is from 
about the middle of January to the 
end of November — there is not a sin- 
gle Sanday of which tit. ritnal ob- 
servance is not liable to variation 
from year to year, according to the 
varying date of Easter. 

The calendar which announces the 
actual course of the liturpy for 
every day of the year may l)e called 
the liturgical calendar. It takes into 
account tlic relative importance of 
the celebrations wliieli come into 
ciim|>et it ion on tlic same day. In ac- 
cordance with canon law and the di'- 
erees of t h<- ^saiTcd Coufr re^jat ion of 
Kites, anil -liows which celebration 
is to prevail and be had in use. 'i'he 
festivals of many saints are traiis- 
ferre<i as to their celebration in the 
liturgical calendar. Maaaes in their 
honor can not be celebrated on their 
own proper days. 

Ill general outline the liturgical 
I'lileiidar is the same for the whole 
chiirdi- the feast of our l.oni and of 
his Blessed Mother are ol)served by 
all Catholics on the same days; so 
als<i are the principal feasts of ?lie 
iiposlli's and some of the more em- 
inent martyrs and saints. I'lit spci-ial 
ci reu riist a iiecs arisiii;,'- out of tlie his- 
tory of I'ach ( liiistian nation r.ffei-t 
the liturgical caiendar to a ecrtain 
extent. For instanee: SI. Patrick's 
day, which is a holy day of iiiii^a- 
tion in Ireland, is not so in England; 
and the oofave assigned to tbe feast 
of King Edward, saint .and confessor, 
in the Province of Westqiinster, is 
not observed in Ireland. 

In Catholic lands almost every city 
has its patron ftaint and that par- 
ticular day in the liturgical calendar 
i. obMrred as a holy day. In the 
common eeclesiasti<-al calendar (ire- 
fixed to Catholic almanais the ar- 
rungeinent of feasts and offices, 
iiiosi of vvliiili depend on i;a-ler. 
from Advent to I'enli'cost. is fjiven 
in the lituigieal direi'tory. but the 
feasts of saints ure assigned to their 
fixed days. 

The eliureh urges the faithful to 
observe each day In th. year a« a 
holy day, but it prescribes certain 
h<dy (lays on whi<ui Jta members are 
obliged to hear mass and refrain 
from servile work. These Include all 
Sundays in the year, the feast of 
Circumcision, AMsension aay, .As- 
sumption of th. BiMsed Virgin, Im- 
maculate Conception, .All Saints day 
and Christmas day.

If he advertises ju(liei<nisly and in- 
telliffenlly, and puts forlli the ri^'hi 
kind of books, he will meet with the 
same measure of SUCCetS as the tec- 
nlur publisher. 

As the business now stands, every- 
thing is in favor of the Catholic pub- 
lisher—nothing in favor of the 
author. And the reader who refuses 
to pay the exorbitant price demand- 
ed is tcolded at unintelligent and 
unappreclatlve.
